verbosity. Thus, also, in Bach we find scientific, 
artificially-constructed music ; in Haydn, Mozart, 
and Beethoven, grace and euphony united to 
richness and depth of intellect ; in the moderns, 
empty tinkling or pedantic tediousness.

Birmingham. — Mr. Sutton gave two concerts at the 
Music Hall during last month, at which some excellent 
classical selections were performed. 

Bow and Mile End Harmonic Society. — A very suc- 
cessful performance was given by the members of the above 
society on the 25th ult. The first portion of the programme 
consisted of the second and third parts ef Haydn's Creation ; 
and a collection of first-class glees, madrigals, and solos, 
rendered the second part complete. Mr. Prout presided 
at the pianoforte; Mr. Ivimey conducted. 

Bradford Choral Society. — Tliis society gave a con- 
cert at the St. James's Hall, Piccadilly, on the 29th ult., 
it being their first performance in London.

— The Messiah was performed on the 28th ult., in 
the Corn Exchange, under the management of Messrs. 
Helmore and Jackman. The room was crowded, there 
being above a thousand persons present. The performances 
evidently gave the greatest satisfaction. 

Handel's Organ Concertos. — Mr. W. T. Best, or- 
ganist of St. George's Hall, Liverpool, has advertised his 
intention of publishing the first set of six organ Concertos 
composed by Handel, adapted as solos for that instruments 
In this edition the figured chords are to be rilled up, and 
the claviers marked, so as to indicate practically the man- 
ner in which the editor, after diligent study, has considered 
that these concertos should be performed. By reference 
to the last number of the Musical Times, the advertisement 
may be seen, explaining Mr. Best's intentions with regard 
to this work, which is to be published by subscription, and 
will be proceeded with as soon as one hundred subscribers' 
names have been received. 

Hanover Square Rooms. — Madame Hendrie and Miss 
Stevenson's evening concert took place on the 10th of 
June, when a very interesting selection of music was ably 
performed by Mesdames Hendrie, Stevenson, Guerrabella, 
De Villar, and McAlpine, and Messrs. Regaldi, Millard, 
Schmelzer, Perren, Ries, Lide), Behtn, and Oberthur. 
The concert was conducted by M. Benedict and Herr 
Wilhelm Ganz, and was in every respect a most successfull 
performance. 

Hereford. — The programme for the coming festival 
includes some of the old favorites, and also a judicious 
infusion of new pieces. On the opening day, there will be 
the overture to Spohr's £os< Judgment, Mendelssohn's 42nd 
psalm, and an anthem by the Rev. Sir F. G. Ouseley, Pre- 
centor of the Cathedral ; together with the Detlingen Te 
Deum, and Mr. Townsend Smith's Festival Jubilate. The 
Elijah of Mendelssohn will be, as before, the Wednesday's 
oratorio. On Thursday, there will be a selection including 
Mendelssohn's Athalie, Rossini's Stabat Mater (English 
version), and Haydn's Creation. 

Huddersfield. — Mr. John Winn, assistant to Mr. 
Mellor, music-seller, Huddersfield, and brother to Mr. 
Winn, the vocalist, has just been appointed organist of 
Buxton Road Chapel. The instrument contains about SO 
stops, and is the largest in the town. 

Kilkenny. — The members of the Harmonic Society, 
assisted by the Kilkenny Cricket Club Band, gave their 
second concert, on the 1st of June, at the Athenaeum. 
The performance was alike creditable to the instrument- 
alists and vocalists. 

Leslie. — The Choral Society of this town gave a concert 
of sacred music, on the 3rd of June, in the Parish Church, 
when the attendance was very large. The music was well 
executed, under the direction of Mr. John Swan. 

Melbourne. — By a letter from a correspondent, dated, 
April 13th, we learn that there had been performances of 
sacred music during the previous month, in aid of the 
Indian Fund, at Melbourne, at Prahran (a suburb of Mel- 
bourne), and at Geelong. At the last-named, Sir H. 
Barkly, Governor of Victoria, was present, and an anthem, 
" God preserve our Sovereign's Viceroy," composed by 
Mr. George Tolhurst, was performed for the first time. 
At the first subscription concert of the Philharmonic 
Society, Melbourne, March 30th, Mozart's Twelfth Mass 
and Beethoven's Engedi were performed : conductor, Mr. 
Gould ; leader, Mr. King ; Mr. Wray, late organist of the 
Blind Asylum, Liverpool, presided at the organ 
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Newcastle-upon-Tyne. — The Messiah was (riven in the 
Music Hall in this town on the 11th instant, with a hand 
and chorus of nearly two hundred performers. The principal 
singers acquitted themselves very respectably, and the 
chorus sang with great precision and spirit. The per- 
formance was in aid of the funds of the Durham Diocesan 
Association for the promotion of Church Music, and the 
chorus was trained, and the oratorio conducted by Mr. 
W. H. Bliss. 

Romsey. — Mr. J. Churchill has been appointed organist 
of the Abbey Church in this town. It is expected the 
instrument will be opened early in August. 

Royal Society of Female Musicians. — This society 
gave its annual concert, for the benefit of its distressed 
members, at the Hanover Square Rooms, on the lltli of 
June, when the following artists liberally rendered their 
services gratuitously, as usual, on this charitable occasion : 
vocalists — Mesdames Persiani, Reider, and Clara Novello, 
Misses Louisa Pyne, Susan Pyne, Messent, Kemble, Eliza 
Hughes, and Dolby, Messrs. Pischek, Lefort, Sandy, 
Harrison, and the gentlemen of the Orpheus Glee Union ; 
instrumentalists — Messrs. Joachim, Engel, and Rubenstein ; 
Leader, Mr. H. Blagrove ; conductor, Dr. Sterndale 
Bennett ; with a numerous and complete orchestra. 

Ryde, (Isle of Wight.) — The fourth of a series of con- 
certs, in connection with the Ryde Musical Union, came off 
in the Victoria Music Hall, on the 1 9th ult., when a large 
audience was assembled. The orchestra and chorus were 
under the direction of Mr. A. J. Holloway, the founder and 
conductor of the society. 

Southampton. — A concert was given in this town on 
the 2nd of June, under the superintendence of Mr. Row- 
land, whose Vocal Class, upon this occasion, performed 
some really good music in a most effective style. The 
instrumental pieces were also played well. Messrs. Wat- 
son, Bauer, Collins, Rowland, and A. Rowland, were 
amongst the principal performers. 

St. Martin's Hall. — A concert in aid of the funds of 
the parochial schools of St. Andrew, Holborn, under the 
patronage of Sir James Duke, and others, was given nt 
this hall, on the 28th ult., by the Orchestral Society, and 
the Polyhymnian Choir. These performers were assisted 
by Miss Banks and Miss Palmer. Pianoforte, Mr. W. 
Rea; accompanyist, Mr. Alfred Carder; leader, Mr. John 
Kemp ; and conductor, Mr. W. Rea. 

The Crystal Palace. — This interesting place of public 
resort is continuing to attract great numbers of visitors, 
and every exertion is made by the directors to satisfy the 
taste of all parties. Since the opening of the present sea- 
son, a series of vocal and instrumental concerts have been 
given on alternate Fridays, supported by Mesdames Clara 
Novello, Via:dot Garcia, Lemmens Sherrington, Dolby, 
and Louisa Pyne, and Messrs. Sims Reeves, Pischek, and 
Weiss ! and Mr. Benedict's Vocal Association. These 
concerts have been highly successful, and will be con- 
tinued during the remainder of the season. A very in- 
teresting concert has also been given by 5000 of the 
National School children of the metropolis; and the band 
of the National Guards of Paris has twice performed in the 
centre transept. The flower show in May proved a great 
attraction, and was followed by a magnificent display of 
fruit and flowering plants. The grand choral demonstra- 
tion, by the great Handel Festival Choir, will take place 
on the 2nd of July, conducted by Mr. Costa, and under the 
direction of the committee of the Sacred Harmonic Society. 
The band will include that of the Sacred Harmonic Society, 
the bands of the Royal Italian Opera, the Amateur Mu- 
sical Society, and the Crystal Palace, together with the 
hands of the Grenadier and Coldstream Guards. The 
chorus will be composed of the 1400 members of the 
London amateur division of the great Handel Festival 
Choir, and various provincial societies, forming a total of 
2500 performers, presenting an ensemble of musical talent 
equalling, if not surpassing in effectiveness, the memorable 
opening of the Palace in 1851, and the great Handel 



Festival of 1857. The music will comprise a number of 
choruses, selected from the works of Handel, Mendelssohn, 
Mozart, Rossini, Auber, and Costa. The performances 
will commence with " The Hundredth Psalm," and con- 
clude with " God save the Queen." The whole of the 
music is published expressly for the occasion, by Mr. 
Novello, and bound up together in a band-book lor the 
audience, uniform with the octavo editions of the oratorios. 

West London Sacred Choral Society. — On Friday 
evening, June 4th, the members of this amateur society 
held their eighth annual meeting and soiree, Mr. John 
Headland presiding. In the course of the evening, a 
handsome marble timepiece, suitably inscribed, was pre- 
sented by the members to their conductor, Mr. H. C. 
Freeman, as a mark of their high esteem. To this was 
also added a very excellent medallion likeness of Mr. 
Freeman, executed and presented by Mr. W. Davis, one 
of the members. 

Willis's Rooms. — A soiree musicale was given at these 
rooms on the 10th ult., by Miss Macirone, who was ably 
assisted by Madame Clara Novello, Miss Dolby, Miss 
Moss, Messrs. Foster, Monttm Smith, Wynn, Pischek, 
and Carl Deiclimann, and the Vocal Union. The selection 
of morceaux was made with taste and judgment, and 
several new compositions by Miss Macirone were fully 
deserving of the praise bestowed upon (.hem. The concert 
was attended by a numerous and fashionable company. 

Worcester. — A selection from the Messiah was per- 
formed on the 1st of June, at the Music Hall, by the recently 
amalgamated musical societies of this town. The band and 
chorus assembled in force, and mustered upwards of one 
hundred performers; the solo parts being sustained by 
Madame Faidersdorff, Mrs. Hayward, of Wolverhampton, 
and Messrs. Topham and Briggs, of Worcester Cathedral. 
The oratorio was well performed throughout. 

Worthing. — A new room for concerts and lectures, and 
capable of holding about 350 persons, was opened on June 
the 17th, with a performance of sacred music, consisting 
of the first and second parts of the Creation, and a miscel- 
laneous selection.
